news of the internal strife in Russia Sil be 
received with found sorrow in this country. 
The saddest ture ef the situation is that 
M. Kerensky and General Korniloff are both 
patriots, and both have the welfare of Russia 
deeply at heart. M. Kerensky made a strong 
impression upon popular feeling in Great 
Britain, because his aims were evidently 
xmcere and seifless, and still more, because, 
fom the very first, he has clearly 
pecognised that Germany is the foe of freedom, 
and has strenuously sought to continue the fight 
against her. His courage and devotion have 
been beyond question. Yet, to onlookers, it is 
pqually plain that General Korniloff shares to 
the full the desire to save Russia from German 
domination. He is no traitor, and we believe 
him to be an exceedingly modesi, unambitious, 
and earnest soldier, whose one thought and aim 
is io rescue Russig from the plight into which 
phe has fallen, The requests he formulated at 
Moscow were not the demands of a man who 
pought to become dictator. If his ultimatum to 
the Petrograd authorities on Saturday was 
tantamount to a claim of dictatorship, it was 
pridently because he felt that no alternative 
was left. M. Kerensky has failed to restore 
order and stability in the Army, because ho has 
long been in a false position. His Provisional 
Government has been at the beck and call of the 
foldiers’ and Workmen's Delegates, whose per- 
nicious influence has almost brought Russia to 
ruin. He has stripped the Russian Army of its 
generals, as one strips an artichoke, allLhough 
many of them, and especially Ger eral Brussiloff, 
were as ardent in support of the revolution as 
be was himself; The Committees will never save 
Russia, and in a very short time they will wreck 
the revolution if they are not deprived of power 
to interfere. The outlook is very dark, and it 
affects the war on every front, for tho. Allies 
begin to realise that even in the most favourable 
ereumstances the revival of Russia's military 
ficiency is bound to be remote. 


HEAVY FALL IN ROUBLES. 

On the news, says Tim Times, of M. Kerensky's 
fismissal of General Korniloff, following the 
latter's demand to. be made military dictator 
in Russia, there was a heavy fal! in the value of 
roubles yesterday in the City. Owing to per- 
bistent attempts to sell in large amounts, the 
exchange moved rapidly, as far as offers of 312 
roubles for £10 (the pre-war rate being 95 
for £10). No other deduction can be drawn 
from the recent large offerings of roubles in 
the market than that they represent further 
transfers of capital from Russia, in the teeth 
of the new law passed on June 29, restricting 
the exchange operations by which such trans- 
fers had already’ been known to be going on 
moes the revolution. No such slump in the 
price as yesterday 's has been experienced on one 
day since the war began. At 312 roubles for 
£10, the rouble is worth less than 8d., as 
against rather over 2s. ld. normally.

FRENCH OFFICIAL. 


Monday Afternoon.—In Champagne and in 
the Argonne successful surprise attacks on the 
German trenches enabled us to bring back some 
material and prisoners. 

On both banks of the Meuse ihe violent artil- 
lery firing continued all night. We completed 
our successes of the 8th in the sector of the 
Fosses Wood and Cauriéres Wood, reduced the 
tide of resistance, and took more prisoners. The 
Germans did not renew their attempts in this 
region, Latest information confirms the serious 
check which they suffered yesterday. 

Their counter-attacks succeeded one another 
with stubbornness, in spite of the extremely 
heavy logses inflicted upon them by our fire. 

At several points our troops repelled as many 
as five successive attacks, and partially annihi- 
lated the German units which were coming 
forward to the attack, 

The night was calm evervwhere else. 

Monday Evening.—On the right bank of the 
Meuse were violent artillery duels in the 
region of Hill 344 and of the Bois des Fosses. 
The day was calm. everywhere else. 

On the 8th and 9th inst. five German machines 
were brought down in aerial fighting. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Army Group of Crown Prince Rupprecht— 
On the Flanders front and in the Artois the 
fighting activity of tho artillery increased tem- 
porarily only in some sectors. After fire 
thrusts, enemy reconnoitring detachmente fre- 
quently advanced against our lines. They were 
repulsed everywhere. 

During yesterday's fighting to the north of 
St. Quentin the English pressed back our 
reserves at Hargicourt and Villeret on a narrow 
front. Our position to the east of Hargicourt 
was recaptured early this morning. 

Army Group of the German Crown Prince— 
In the Champagne, French reconhoitring de- 
tachments endeavoured to advance in some 
sectors against our positions. They were driven 
off. On the northern Verdun front local in- 
fantry engagements took place in the course 
of the day to the east of Samogneux. Our 
shock trosps advanced into the French tines 
on both sides of Hill 344. They inflicted heavy 
losses on the enemy, and captured more than 
100 prisoners. In addition, they liberated a 
train bearing riflemen, who, surrounded by the 
French since September 7th, bad repulsed all 
the enemy's attacks with heroic tenacity. 
Bitter fighting with hand grenades and cold 
steel took place in the Fosses and Chaume 
Woods. No change in the situation wes brought 
about by the French attacks.

Before Verdun a strong French attack at 
Chaumie Wood failed in the morning.

NEW YORK PRESS. 
The exposure of Swedish treachery in the 
Argentine continues to absorb attention in 
the Allied capitals. At Washington it is 
Tegarded as only second to the Zimmer- 
mann Jap-Mexican plot. 
Buenos Aires newspapers demand 
energetic measures by the Argentine 
Government. 


ATTITUDE OF THE ALLIES. 

Reuter’s Agency learns in British official quar- 
ters that there is no need for any action on the 
part of the Allies with regard to the Swedish 
disclosures, nor is any action, joint or otherwise, 
in contemplation. The facts, as narrated, speak 
for themselves. 

This is not a case of any quarrel on the 
part of any of the Allies with the Swedish 
peoplé, but of the individual action of individual 
officials, which it is confidently believed will be 
strongly resented: and disavowed by the 
Swedish people. There can be no doubt that 
Sweden will take the earliest opportunity to ex- 
plain the position, and this, it is hoped, will 
clear the air, and even lead to a fuller under- 
standing. 

It is well known that there is a small mili- 
tarist group in Sweden which might possibly 
approve of such behaviour as has now come to 
light; but it is confidently expected that the 
bulk of the Swedish peeple will share the view 
of the world at Jarge of the iniquitous and 
barbarous intrigues of Germany. 

Telegrams from Buenos Ayres show that the 
disclosures have caused great excitement, but, 
in the absence from that city of the German 
and Swedish Ministers, there has been no de- 
velopment. In the view of prominent Argen- 
tine politicians, serious action on the part of the 
Government will become necessary.

A Reuter's Buenos Ayres telegram, dated yes-

The newspapers this morning publish strong 
condemnations of the duplicity of the German 
and Swedish Ministers in the matter of the 
cypher messages, and call upon the Argentine 
Government to adopt energetic measures. 
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““HOPELESSLY COMPROMISED.:’ 

A Reuter'a Stockholm telegram of yesterday 
says :— 

Commenting upon the reports of the Buenos 
Ayres affair, the Social Democraten says:— 
There is no need to draw special attention to 
the seriousness of the case, as, if the accusations 
are true, Baron Loewen, the Swedish Mirister, 
is hapelessly compromised, and his country’s 
honour is stained. The matter is só much the 
worse, ag there were obviously willing helpers 
in Stockholm. 

The Conservative Stockholms Dagblad sarcas- 
tically advises Argentina, if the charges are 
true, to follow the example of the majority 
of South American States in their courageous 
alliance with the Fniente, and adds:—For the 
telegrams, the cypher of which must have been 
stolen by some American agent, to have been 
given to the American Press before being 
handed to the Swedish Legation at Washington, 
is a procedure inconsistent with traditional 
diplomatic courtesy. Mr, Lansing’s words, in 
regard to exposing the connection which exists 
between Germany and Sweden, may be cor- 
sidered a gross and wilful insult to our Govern- 
ment, which is only slightly mitigated by 
phrase, ' At least in what concerns tho respec- 
tive Legations in Argentina.”’ 


WASHINGTON AND THE 


REVELATIONS. 

A Reuter’s Washington telegram of Monday 
says :— 

"he Swedish exposure continues to be an all 
absorbing topic in diplomatic circles, the revela- 
tiong rauking only second to Herr Zimmer- 
mani 'e Japo-Mexican plot. The State Depart- 
ment, however, continues ils policy of alwolute 
silence. Having played its cards it awaits Bwe- 
den’s next move and the manner in which Ar- 
gentina will receive the ingult. The United 
Biates and their Allies look to Sweden for 
action, which will purge Stockholm and the 
Swedish Foreign Orlice from the stigma of 
having knowingly been Germany's tool. What- 
ever the explanation of the diplomatists, there 
is a unanimous belief that Sweden must dis- 
avow all participation and responsibility in the 
matter, and must take appropriate ‘sters to 
show her good faith. 


NEW YORK PRESS COMMENTS, 

The World says, in a leading articlk:—Such 
bad faith in the interests of the Master on Laws 
of Potsdam is well matehned by the apparent 
treachery of Sweden. When its Legation trans- 
mitted the German agents’ messages, betraying 
the country to which 1t wes accredited, it added 
to personal, official, and national dishonour an 
act grossly violating neutrality, and amounting 
to war itself. Argentina's rights and interests 
having been directly assaiied, it is for that 
pation to determine its own course; but, 
epart from any action it may take, the coun- 
tries at war with Germany cannot ignore the 
evidence to hand of Sweden's secret relations 
with Germany. There must be a break between 
Stockholm and Berlin, or the pretence of 
Swedish neutrality must come to a sudden end. 
Sweden cannot maintain the réle of belligerent 
in Argentina for rewards forthcoming from 
Berlin, and continue to claim at the capitals 
of the Allies the privileges belonging of right to 
a neutral. 

The New York Times says:—No illumination 
has been necessary where the honour and good 
faith of Germany were concerned, but illumina- 
tion was needed on the part Sweden was play- 
ing in the war, and this has come with its 
inevitable’ implication, that a similar thing has 
been going on in other capitals where Swedish 
and German diplomatists can meet. That 
Germany was capable of using the sacred im- 
munity of diplomats’ correspondence for the 
purpose of forwarding the sailing dates of 
merchant ships to waiting submarines we al- 
ready knew, for it had been demonstrated in 
the case of Norway. But that these unsus- 

ting ships were being betrayed to their fate 

y the medium of the carefully respected cor- 
respondence of Sweden we did not know. Now 
that we do know it, much about Germany's 
uncanny knowledge of what goes on in other 
countries is clear to us. The paper adds — 
The Swedish representative in Buenos Ayres 
will be the scapegoat, and the Allies may have 
to accept Sweden's protestations that she had 
no knowledge of the doings of her Legation. 
But they should insist on Sweden consenting to 
forego for the rest of the war the international 
courtesy whereby her diplomatic correspondence 
is allowed to pass censorship. If Sweden shonld 
feel humiliated by this plain intimation that 
she cannot be trusted, she has invited the 
humiliation. As for the Argentine, her educa- 
tion on the subject of German faith is progress- 
ing. She is at présent about that stage of 
negotiations that we were at the time the Arabic 
was sunk, but events like this may hurry the 
process. 


DUTCH PRESS VIEWS,” 

The Dutch. Press gives great prominence to 
the revelations regarding Sweden and Germany. 
All the newspapers emphasise the enormity of 
Count Luxburg’s suggestion that Argentine 
vessels should be sunk “without leaving any 
trace.”

Officers since the moment of the Revolution. 
The officers of the Russian Army have 
proved themselves to be true sons of the 
people. In the first days of the revolution 


the officers courageously and silently en- 
dured many unmerited reproaches and in- 
sults. Agents of the old régime astutely 
sowed discord between officers and eol- 
diers, but, in spite of the difficult position 
in which the officers found themselves as a 
result of this poisonous propaganda, the offi. 
cers faithfully remained at their posts, in 
tu service of the country and the revolu- 
ion, 

The best officers, in spite of all calumnies, gave 
proof of the brilliant courage and heroism 
which is gloriously possessed by almost the 
whole personnel of the commands of the 
different unita. 

The Government will give whole-hearted support 
to the officera’who are performing their 
duties, without vexatious demands and with- 
out complaint, in spite of privations due to 
the very aggravated economic situation, 


TREACHERY AT RIGA. 


A Petrograd telegram, dated Sunday, saye— 
A member of the Committee of Soldiers’ 
Delegates, of the 12th Army, which was de- 
fending Riga, has submitted a report -to the 
Central Executive Committee of the Council of 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates regarding 
the events of the Riga front. a 
_ The report states that General Comsiloff wis 
informed a long time ago by a special delega- 
tion that the Russian front along the Dvina, 
in the region of Riga, was not sufficiently 
strong and might be easily broken, but the 
Delegation received a reply that as soon as 
Headquarters received information that the 


Germans were preparing an offensive on this 
front it would be immediately reinforeed. No 
steps, howe ver, were taken, and the German 
troops in the sector which was broken through 
were more numerous than the Russian forces. 

The Germans, after having concentrated a 
large number of batteries, violently attacked a 
division formed of insufficiently trained troops. 
The Germans not only knew where the Russians 
were weakest, but also had exact information as 
to the location of the Russian batteries, which 
were almost immediately put out of action. The 
German hre was of incredible violence, and 
asphyxiating gas was used. The enemy’s fire 
in a short time destroyed the telephone 
ar telegraph installations and observation 
posts 

The Russian batteries fired only at hagard, 
inflicting scarcely any losses on the enemy. 
General B— who was instructed to r 
establish the strategic situation, ordered a 
division to march to the sector broken through, 
but the commandant of the division did not 
carry oat the order. The report adds that in- 
stead of launching counter-attacks by massed 
troops, isolated regiments were sent forward, 
which the Germans successfully defeated. 
Soldiers and officers fought heroically, and a 
number of units wonld not ober the order to 
retire. The Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Delegates/ having considered the report, de- 
cided to request the Government to appoint 
immediately a special Committee of Inquiry, in 
which damocratic and military organisations 
should be represented. 

M. Savinkoff, Acting Minister of War. on 
his return from the Russian Headquarters, 
made a report to M. Kerensky. He stated that 
the sitnation at the front, although very un- 
fortunate, was nevertheless not desperate. M. 
Savinkeff also nted out the necessity of re- 
organising the Headquarters Staff. 

A telegram from Main Headenarters states 
that, following the events on the Riga front, the 
Germans are proceeding actively to 
their troops on the south-western front. The 
best regiments, including neariv the whole cf 
che Guard, have been sent to the north.

THE CRISIS IN RUSSIA. 


The grave news from Russia will be received 
i able anxiety in this country, 
claree the Morning. Post. Inasmuch as the most 
obvious sequel would appear to be civil war, the 
existing situation is the most serious which has 
arisen since the revolution itself. But it is net 
safe to conclude, in the case of Russia, to-day, 
that appearances and realities aro one. It has 
long been obvious that the tide of dissatisfaction 
with the Provisional Government has been 
steadily rising. The inevitable catastrophe has, 
doubtless, been precipitated by the loss of Riga, 
and the menace to the capital. These events at 
last unmistakably demonstrated the failure of 
the principles on which the Provisional Govern- 
ment has been acting for restoring discipline in 
the Army, and for adequately providing for the 
defence of the country. Like some ailments 
that ravage the human body, a revolution, 
which is a violent inflammation of the body 
politic, must progress through certain stages to- 
wards its appointed end. The sooner these are 
passed the better for the patient, and Germany 
is serving to accelerate the process 

There is, thinks the London Daily Earpreas, 
something peculiarly Russian in the departure 
from all the traditions of coups d'etat in General 
Korniloff’s formal intimation to M. Kerensky 
that he proposed to ascume supreme power. The 
intimation was met with a denunciation. The 
General is arraigned as the enemy of the re- 
volution. He is reported to be marching on 
Petrograd, and hapless Russia, with the enemy 
encamped within her borders, is now threatened 
with the additional horrors of civil war. What 
may happen to-morrow no man can say. The 
sympathy of all the free nations must be with 
the Russian people. No statesman has ever had 
to face eo grievous a crisis as that which has 
confronted M. Kerensky—anarchy on the one 
hand; reaction on the other. The Germans 
alone will rejoico at thie new development in 
Russia. Ths revolution that should have opened 
the gates of happiness and prosperity threatens 
to be the opening chapter of a new volume of 
humiliation and despair 


FREED BRITISH HEROES. 


Telegraphing last night, the Paris Correspon- 
dent of the Daily Mail says—Ten wives, 
daughters and sistere of British prisoners of 
war, about to be repatriated, have arrived in 
Paris. The wives’ first question was: “ When 
are our husbands arriving?’ When they heard 
that they were already on French soil, at Lyons, 
a sigh of relief went up.

Most retailers made some money at the

For instance, if I buy ten tons cf 
Indian meal and the market price falls, I must 
fall with it; if it rises, whe should the same 
rule not apply ? Yet we are expected not to 
raise our price if we have a stock in hand, but 
we must lower in a falling market. If a farmer 
buys a cow, no one dreams of his selling it at 
the price at which he bought, if the market

THE NEW REGULATION, 


Mr. Percy La ‘Touche, D.L., of Harristown 
Brackenstown, County Kildare, was summone 
at Raheny Petty Sessions yesterday for Laving 
permitted motor spirit to be used in his motor 
ear for the purpose of going to Baldoyle Races 
on August bth. 

Sergeant John Mullen (Royal Irigh Con- 

stabulary Depdt) told the Court that. when he 
saw the motor car approach Maynetown Bridge 
he stopped it, questioned the driver, and found 
out that the owner was Mr. La Touche, who 
had some gentlemen friends with him, 
La Touche told the witness that he did not 
think a permit was necessary, as Le had been 
speaking to the Inspector-General of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary a few days previously in 
Dublin. The defendant, who was most 
courteous, proceeded to the races, and told 
witness that he would be responsible for what 
had occurred, 

Having admitted the offence, which. he attri- 
buted to misapprehension on his part, Mr. La 
Touche said that he was not acting in direct 
defiance of the law. He met the Inspector- 
General of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Chairman of the Petrol Restrictions Com- 
mittee on August 4, and was given to under- 
stand that the regulations were not in force. 
They told him that the Petrol Committee had not 
yet been appointed, and that, when they were 
appointed, they proposed to exercise their 
powers with discretion, and not to interfere 
with the legitimate usage of motor cars by 
people on business. He had a long conversa- 
tion with these gentlemen on the matter, and 
pointed out that, in his (defendant's) position 
as Steward of the Turf Club, it wag essential 
that he should attend race meeting#¢—that he 
had no carriage Lorses, and that a *e only means 
of progression wae by motor car. e Imperial 
Government had held that the Boerne in of 
racing was essential to the interests of the 
horse-breeding industry in Ireland. 

The Chairman (Mr. Thomas L. Plunkett, 
D.L.)—As I understand, thé Government have 
given permission to carry on racing for a 
certain length of time only. 

The Defendant—-But they certainly gave rer- 
mission to hold this particular meeting, and 
thought that, as racing was allowed to be 
carried on, it should be carried on under proper 
supervision. I am not only a Steward of the 
Turf Club, but also Managing Director of the 
Baldoyle Race Company, under whose auspices 
the race meeting at Baldoyle was carried on, 
and it was my “duty to attend the meeting. 
{ did not think that the prosecution would be 
carried on under the Defence of the Realm 
Act. I was under the impression tlLat these 
restrictions about going to race meetings by 
motor car were impesed by the Petrol Com- 
mittee. I fail to see how I imperil the defence 
of the realm by going in a motor car to 
Baldoyle Races, when Mr. Smith or Mr. Jones 
can go to play golf at Portmarnock without 
endangering the safe ty of the realm in any 

way. 

The Chairman pointed out that race meet- 
ings were specially mentioned by the Order. 

Replying to the magistrates, the defendant 
said that he had been " stopped when going to 
the Curragh. 

The Chairman—That ought to have been a 
strong hint as to what the law was. The Order 
was for the benefit of the nation. 

The defendant said he thought that it was 
meant to apply to those who went to race 
meetings for their own amusement. 

The Chairman—If you were sick and unable 
to go, the races would have gone on all the 
same, you have not proved that it was 
absolutely essential for you to go. 

The Defendant—It was surely the duty of 
the Managing Director of the Race Company 
to be there. ; : 

The Chairman— | don’t know. 

Dr. Gibbe—Do you claim exemption? 

The Defendant—Yes. That is the demanc we 
have sent into tLe Board of Trade, 

The Chairman said that he could not see 
why the Stewards of the Turf Club, or of any 
race meeting, should have exemption in refer-. 
ence to the use of petrol. There were plenty 
of Stewards ring to race meetings twenty-five 
years ago, before petrol was known of, and he 
did not see why they could not do without 
petrol now 

The defendant said that there were horse 
carriages twenty-five years ago. 

Dr. Gibbs remarked that the Order was a 
greater hardshir on men who hired motors.

MILK FOR THE DUBLIN POOR, 
+ 

The Insurance Committee for the Borough bí 
Dublin, at their meeting, unanimously adopted 
the following resolution, on the motion of Dr. 
Caleb Powell, deconded by Mr. Breslan 

‘That this Committee view with very grave 
concern the increased cost of milk to the citizens 
of Dublin, and more especially the poer. Milk 
is the principal nourishment in cases of tuber 
culosis, and at the present price jt is almost 
prohibitive to the poor people affected with the 
disease. Shortage of milk through any cause 
in the case of children, and especially ‘children 
not very well nourished, is almost certain to 
lead to such children contracting tubercular 
disease. In these circumstanaes, we think it of 
vital importance that the responsible authorities 
should take steps to have milk at a reasonable 
cost supplied to the poor of the city.

This annual Co. Wicklow fixture took place on 
Saturday at Coollattin Park, Shillelagh. when a 
large draft of Border Leicester crogs-bred and Che- 
viet sheep, the prope of Earl Fitswilliam, came 
under the hammer of Mr. Gavin Low. This event} 
is looked forward to with the keenest interest by 
farmers and flockmasters over a wide area. The} 
sheep exposed are usually of a thrifty, improving 
type off light land, that do well when transferred 
to richer pastures, and consequentlyveghere is never 
the slightest hesitation about buying them. This 
year there was @ larger catalogue than usual, the 
Border Leicesters and half-breds off Coollattin Farm 
being supplemented by drafts from Ballinalta and 
Ballard. Considering the season, all the animals 
offered were in fine bloom, and exeeptionally keen 
competition waa experienced far the Border Leicester 
ewes and lambs. The rama of this breed, by sires 
from two of the leading flocks in Scotland, were in 
purely grass-fed condition, and, like the other sheep, 
met with a brisk demand.
